DROP USELESS PROCEDURE 
Ev ery reader of The Democrat is fa­ 
miliar with the cu stom of v ariou s con- 
v entiou R, which meet with a hou sefu l ot 
delegates, and proceed to pass resolu ­ 
tions on any and all su bjects, with the 
confident 
assertion 
that 
the 
action 
‘‘speaks for*’ anywhere from one to fiv e 
million people. 
Typical examples of this are seen in 
v ariou s chu rch gatherings, conclav es of 
v eterans, grou ps and assemblies of ev ery 
description, etc., and etc. 
Some lou d­ 
mou thed orator gets u p, steams u p and 
cu ts loose with a barrage on one side or 
the other of a proposition and the weary 
delegates, tired of the talk,, giv e mou rn­ 
fu l assent to many fool propositions and 
occasionally a few sou nd ones. 
Howev er, the assu mption that su ch a 
small grou p, how’ev er selected, is the au ­ 
thoritativ e v oice of any great mass of 
their so-called conferees is absu rd. 
The 
pecu liar phenomenon abou t the spectacle 
is that so mu ch attention is paid to the 
bu ncombe 
of 
professional condemners 
and sentinels of alarm. 
So mu ch has been said to pav e the 
way for congratu lations to a conv ention, 
not of men, bu t of women and to praise

Former 
cou ncil meetings of delegates hav e “gone 
on record” 
endorsing, 
opposing

dodging certain legislativ e measu res. Un­ 
der the a{\rninistration 
of Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole, howev er, this has been 
changed becau se the lady realized that 
“a body of 400 had no right to express 
the opinion of mu ltitu des.” 
Rather than hav e the delegates waste 
a lot of time in argu ment and speeches 
the wise president of the organization 
adv ocates that state directors, presidents 
and clu b leaders ^‘go back home and get 
their members to read u p on these mat­ 
ters.”

COLLECTED TAXES 
A miracle seems to hav e taken place 
in Detroit. 
Its accomplishment may be 
a feather in adv ertising’s cap. 
According to the 
story, 
bu sinesslike 
methods of collecting taxes hav e cau sed 
Detroit’s bonds to ju mp from the 30’s to 
the 8 0’s. 
Detroit, n.^ the whole cou ntry 
knows, v ery 
n ea rly went down for the 
third cou nt ju st before the national bank 
holiday in early 
19 38 . 
The 
financial 
moss there was abou t as bad as it cou ld 
be. 
The mayor called in an expert in the 
mechanics of pu blic finance and gav e 
him the job of depu ty city treasu rer. He 
rev amped the city’s bookkeeping system, 
paying particu lar attention to taxes. He 
worked ou t a plan making payment of de­ 
linq u ent taxes attractiv e— remov al of all 
penalties u nder certain 
conditions and 
extension of time 
for 
payment*^ u nder 
others. 
In last Nov ember’s election the 
v oters approv ed the plan in 
amend­ 
ment to the c.ty’s charter. 
The exp ert next asked tr.e 
’inc * lor 
lidv ei'tising ap p rop riations. He got them, 


and showered the commu nity with post­ 
ers, ads in 
all 
pu blications, inclu ding 
chu rch and organization papers, and a 
half million leaflets, explaining the plan. 
By Janu ary 10 of this year $8 ,9 00,000 
had been collected and 100,000 parcels 
of Detroit land had been cleared of ail 
delinq u ent taxes. 
By April 10 another 
$6,000,000 had come in. 
Today taxes 
technically in defau lt total only $10,000,- 
000 as compared with $49 ,000,000 last 
Nov ember. 
That, says an 
admiring 
ou tsider, is 
something for a city to brag abou t.

Mu ch 
fertile farm land is affected, of cou rse, 
bu t many of the drou th area’s trou bles 
are cau sed by “those twins of soil de­ 
stru ction— ov er-grazing and erosion,” as 
Charles Lathrop Pack terms them.

su mmarizes the toll of erosion: 35,000,- 
000 acres of once cu ltiv ated land destroy­ 
ed for crop u se; 100,000,000 acres still 
being farmed, thou gh 
the 
topsoil has 
been lost; 
125,000,000 
acres in crops, 
bu t rapidly losing topsoil. Remov ing this 
bankru pt land from crop u se, and plant­ 
ing thick-growing v egetation, will help 
stop su ch losses as are now’ being record­ 
ed.

At this conven­ 
tion, the D em ocrats avoided the sil­ 
ver issue, Bryan stepped aside and 
Jud ge Alton B. P a r k e r of New* York 
a n d H e n ry G. Davis of W e st Vir­ 
ginia w ere n om inated for pre.sident 
a n d vice-president. Theodore Roose­ 
velt, the Repub lican nominee, c ar­ 
ried the N ovem b er election. 
Missouri did not have a n othe r m a­ 
jor national convention until 19 16, 
w hen the D em ocrats again cam e to 
St, Louis.
